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Numismatic  Chatter 


The  new  Standard  Catalogue  of  U.  S.  A.  coins  for 
1947  was  received  from  printer  January  17th  last 
and  orders  on  hand  were  immediately  shipped.  If  I 
overlooked  any  one,  let  me  know  at  once.  I  still  have 
a  few  on  hand  at  the  price  for  this  year  of  $3.50. 
Remember  it  is  the  combined  work  of  30  of  the  lead¬ 
ing  dealers  whose  names  are  in  the  front  of  the  book, 
Mr.  Raymond  simply  acting  as  editor  and  collaborator. 
It  is  my  guide  in  putting  values  on  U.  S.  A.  coins  and 
all  dealers  should  use  same.  Private  issues  are  of 
little  value  and  often  do  more  harm  than  good. 

Not  all  coins  go  up.  Hard  Times  Tokens  sell  for 
less  than  30  years  ago,  that  is  some  of  them.  Only 
really  rare  items  hold  up  in  price.  If  the  public  goes 
crazy  about  an  item,  up  goes  the  price  which  is  done 
by  bidding.  The  1856  small  cent  is  a  shining  example,  Flying  Eagle  Dollar,  the 
1876  with  rays  proof  nickel  and  others. 

Some  collectors  write  me  they  have  stopped  bidding  as  they  think  prices  are 
going  down.  Some  coins  will  go  down  where  the  supply  is  plentiful  but  most  of 
them  will  continue  to  go  up  and  you  are  not  going  to  save  any  real  money  by 
staying  out  of  the  market.  It  is  an  old  Wall  Street  truism  to  always  sell  when  the 
market  is  up  and  buy  when  it  is  down,  but  how  many  people  really  do  it?  The 
1932s  Quarter  uncirculated  now  lists  $25.  You  will  see  them  go  skidding,  when  a 
few  hundred  rolls  in  speculators  hands  are  unloaded.  Remember  the  1926  Peace 
Dollar? 

If  you  really  wish  to  buy  coins  for  speculation  and  profit,  stick  to  items  that  are 
entirely  out  of  circulation.  Gold  is  the  best  buy  and  will  be  for  decades  to  come. 
Any  USA  coins  no  longer  in  circulation  of  which  there  are  hundreds.  They  always 
go  up  if  choice  but  much  less  so,  if  just  ordinary  condition.  Large  cents  are  a  good 
example.  The  5  and  lOct  gradeof  a  few  years  ago  are  still  cheap  and  no  real 
investment. 

No  one  wants  to  see  a  depression,  as  we  had  plenty  of  it  from  1930  to  1940.  As 
long  as  labor  is  fully  employed  at  high  wages  there  will  be  no  real  depression.  But, 
there  will  be  many  adjustments  in  all  sorts  of  manufactured  goods.  Coins  are  not 
a  commodity  and  no  one  has  to  buy  them  like  sugar.  They  are  just  a  fine  hobby 
and  the  minute  you  stop  buying  your  interest  slows  up. 

I  have  been  looking  over  lately  some  English  Sale  catalogues  of  1946  that  were 
fully  priced.  The  English  may  be  hard  up  and  still  on  famine  rations,  but  they  are 
paying  higher  prices  for  coins  than  we  are  here.  The  English  and  other  Con¬ 
tinental  gold  I  have  listed  in  this  catalogue  is  selling  much  higher  in  London  than 
I  have  them  priced.  Every  time  I  buy  a  few  thousand  dollars  worth  to  replenish 
my  stock,  I  pay  higher  prices.  I  expect  to  keep  right  on  paying  higher  prices  as 
long  as  I  live.  No  country  except  one  or  two  is  issuing  any  gold  and  most  all  has 
been  called  in  and  often  remelted.  Prices  will  never  go  down  under  such  conditions. 

One  of  my  present  troubles  is  that  auction  catalogues  are  moving  so  slowly  thru 
the  mails.  Many  patrons  did  not  get  their  catalogue  under  10  to  15  days  after, 
mailing  where  they  use  to  get  it  in  2  or  3  days.  There  is  nothing  one  can  do  about 
it,  except  to  mail  earlier  and  give  patrons  more  time.  I  had  no  trouble  at  all  during 
the  war  and  cannot  find  out  what  the  trouble  is  now.  Auction  lists  come  to  my  desk 
after  the  time  limit  has  expired.  I  hope  you  find  something  of  interest  in  this  book, 
and  be  sure  to  write  me  of  any  choice  material  you  wish  to  put  on  the  market  now. 
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
